REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are now pending in the application. Minor amendments have been 
made to the specification and claims. The amendments to the claims contained herein 
are of equivalent scope as originally filed and, thus, are not a narrowing amendment. 
The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejection(s) in 
view of the amendments and remarks contained herein and the Terminal Disclaimer 
filed herewith. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-16 stand rejected under the judicially-created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-15 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,745,879. In view of the Terminal Disclaimer submitted herewith in compliance with the 
requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.32(c) and 37 C.F.R. 3.73(b), Applicant believes that the 
double patenting basis for rejecting all pending claims has been addressed and now 
respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection.
